A man wanted in connection with the 
December murder in Magoffin County 
of Brandy Rowe, 28, whose body was 
found in a stream after a weeks-long 
search, was arrested in Morgan County 
early Monday after an all-night man- 
hunt.

Monday after leading officers from 
the Morgan and Elliott County Sheriff’s 
Departments and State Police on a 
search by foot that covered several 
miles. 

Arnett, 41, is one of three persons 
indicted recently by the Magoffin 
County Grand Jury in connection with 
the murder. 

Arnett and Linda Arnett, 41, of 
Salyersville were indicted for tampering 
with physical evidence and abuse of a 
corpse. According to the indictment, the 
Arnetts “concealed and destroyed evi- 
dence involved in the murder” and

Fletcher Campaign 
Fumbles

FRANKFORT — More than 
a decade after Kentucky voters 
approved a constitutional amend- 
ment allowing for the first time 
in two centuries, Kentucky gov- 
ernors to be elected to a second 
consecutive term in office, we’re 
very much feeling our way in 
how this re-election process op- 
erates. 

That’s because the first in- 
cumbent governor eligible to 
seek re-election. Democrat Paul 
Patton, had only token Republi- 
can opposition when he ran for a 
second term in 1999. 

Patton’s successor, Republi- 
can Gov. Ernie Fletcher, surely 
wishes he had Patton’s luck. 
Fletcher has two opponents try- 
ing to deny him the GOP nomi- 
nation in this month’s primary as 
well as seven Democrats eagerly 
seeking to deny him a second 
term in November should 
Fletcher survive in May to run 
again. 

So there is much uncharted 
territory being covered in this 
year’s gubernatorial election. 
And Fletcher is stumbling a good 
deal over that territory. 

Take, for example, the ques- 
tion of when the taxpayers should 
pay Fletcher’s travel expenses in 
this election year as opposed to 
his political campaign. 

He’s been crisscrossing the 
commonwealth since the first of 
the year personally presenting 
oversized checks to local offi- 
cials worth millions of dollars, 
much of it to pay for popular lo- 
cal highway construction 
projects. The local media record 
the events for everyone to see and 
read about. 

Fletcher uses the state plane 
or helicopter when he makes 
these trips, and the taxpayers foot 
the bill. 

These are official acts, of 
course, never mind that those 
same local officials would be 
more than willing o come to 
Frankfort and pose for photogra- 
phers with the governor and his 
oversized checks. 

But it also turns out that while 
Fletcher is in town for a check 
presentation at taxpayer expense, 
he’s also been attending local 
fundraising events for his re-elec- 
tion campaign. 

And until the media caught 
him, his campaign was pocket- 



ing all the fundraiser cash while 
the taxpayers footed the bills for 
fuel, pilots and aircraft use. 

That’s not right, of course, and 
you would think someone in ei- 
ther Fletcher’s office or his re- 
election campaign would have 
had the common sense to (1.) 
know it would look bad if they 
were caught and (2.) that they 
would get caught. 

And when they were caught, 
they actually claimed there was 
nothing wrong. Then they said 
the campaign would pay part of 
the travel costs since the first of 
the year, which of course, is an 
admission that what they were 
doing was wrong, but only wrong 
since Jan. 1. 

It didn’t take long for 
Fletcher’s chief opponent for the 
GOP nomination, former U.S. 
Rep. Anne Northup, to demand 
a full accounting of Fletcher’s 
travel and expenses. 

We’re not talking about a huge 
amount of money here, and the 
embarrassment to Fletcher is far 
more costly than the cost to his 
campaign of paying all of his 
travel expenses. 

So it will be necessary for the 
2008 General Assembly, no mat- 
ter who the next governor is, to 
lay down some solid rules on 
what is appropriate for taxpayers 
to finance as part of a governor’s 
official duties and what is not ap- 
propriate when a governor is act- 
ing in a purely political role. 

That won’t be easy, since most 
official acts by governors involve 
some degree of politics, either 
personal or party, but clearly the 
taxpayers should not be financ- 
ing any aspect of a governor’s re- 
election campaign. 

They should not pay all of the 
travel cost when a campaign 
fundraiser also is involved in the 
trip. Nor should the taxpayers 
underwrite campaign events that 
take place at the Governor’s 
Mansion. The rules should apply 
equally to lieutenant governors as 
well. 

And all of the records for re- 
imbursement for the cost of po- 
litical activity must be open and 
easily accessible. 

It’s really just good common 
sense for everyone and keeps fu- 
ture administrations from stum- 
bling and falling on their faces 
over what is only a few thousand 
dollars.

“committed the offense of abuse 
of a corpse” when they “disposed 
of the corpse of Brandy Rowe by 
throwing her in a river.” 

Indicted for murdering Rowe 
was Don Reed, 62, of Johnson 
Fork. He also faces charges of 
tampering with physical evidence 
and abuse of a corpse. 

Reed and Linda Arnett were 
taken into custody earlier and 
lodged in the Big Sandy Regional 
Detention Center. Officers were 
unable to locate Paul D. Arnett, 
who had been sought since the in- 
dictments were announced. 

Sheriff Whitt said the manhunt 
began about 6:30 p.m. Sunday 
when officers spotted Arnett’s 
pickup truck traveling on 
Dedman Branch near Crockett. 
Arnett, who refused to stop and 
tried to outrun the officers, later 
fled into the woods on foot after 
encountering a fallen log on the 
narrow dirt road in Elliott County. 
A KSP K-9 unit was called in to 
assist with the search but Arnett 
managed to elude officers and 
made his way back to Ky. 172 
where he was spotted at Gilliam’s 
Grocery and later apprehended 
without incident. 

Sheriff Whitt said it has been 
learned that a man fitting Arnett’s 
description had been seen travel- 
ing in and out of the Dedman 
Branch area and into Elliott 
County for several days. 

A passenger in Arnett’s 
pickup, Dean Wright, was appre- 
hended after Arnett fled into the 
woods, but was not charged in 
connection with the flight, Whitt 
said.

Chester Howard of Hwy. 172, 
Ezel, has been a dedicated farmer 
and hard worker all of his life, 
and remembers well the days of 
plowing corn and tobacco with a 
horse or mule on the hillsides. 



Chester began his farming ca- 
reer working for Tommy Oldfield 
in White Oak just after he and his 
wife, Beatrice, were married. He 
worked in the fields while 
Beatrice cleaned and did laundry 
for people in the community. It 
was during this time that Chester 
drove his first tractor, a Farmall 
M. After working a few years for 
Tommy, Chester went to work for 
Bernard Howard. 

In 1953, Chester and Beatrice 
moved to Bonnie in the Ezel area, 
where they continued to farm and 
raise their six children. In 1955, 
Chester began operating the 
Harold Rose dairy farm on 
Bonnie where he was paid $2.00 
a day. Beatrice began working at 
he shoe factory in West Liberty 



in 1965. 

Chester and Beatrice ran the 
Rose dairy for 15 years and then 
moved to the farm he currently 
owns on Hwy. 772. In 1971, 
Chester began work for the State 
Highway Maintenance Depart- 
ment. He also purchased his first 
farm tractor that year, a 550 
Oliver with plows, disc, and a 
mower for $2,700. Later on, he 
traded the Oliver for a new late 
1970s model 2040 John Deere, 
which he operated until last year. 

He retired from the state high- 
way department in 1987 and de- 
voted his time to farming. 

In the fall of 1995, at age 69, 
Chester underwent open-heart 
surgery. Although many people 
would consider “taking it easy” 
after a quadruple by-pass, 
Chester was back at it in the hay 
fields come spring. During a re- 
cent checkup, the doctor told him 
that his heart was fine, but that 
he really needed to stay out of the

sun and heat. Since quitting farm 
work was not an option for 
Chester, last August he traded the 
old 2040 John Deere on which 
he had logged several thousand 
hours, to a new John Deere cab 
tractor with air conditioning and 
“the works.” 

Many would say, including 
some of his family, that such an 
investment at 8 1 years old is not 
the greatest idea. But Chester 
says that the only thing that keeps 
him going is hard work and good 
Democrat blood. “I feel as good 
as I did at twenty-five,” says 
Chester. He, along with his sons, 
put up several rolls of hay each 
year, in addition to raising sev- 
eral acres of corn and tending his 
beef cattle. 

As summer approaches, no 
doubt it will be very similar to 
those summers past of working 
daylight to dark, day in and day 
out. Some people look forward 
to retirement only to find they 
wished they felt good enough to 
work again. 

Chester just looks forward to 
what he enjoys most, a day on his 
tractor.

Dennis Gulley, executive di- 
rector of Gateway Community 
Action Agency, participated in 
the recent National Community 
Action Foundation legislative 
conference in Washington, D.C.

They also spoke on the need 
for additional dollars for the 
LIHEAP, which helps low in- 
come households pay their heat- 
ing costs in the winter, and the 
Weatherization program, which 
provides energy conservation 
services. 

In the 2006-2007 program 
year, the LIHEAP program has 
served approximately 225,000 
households statewide as of 
March 21, 2007.

Inspection Period For The 
Property Tax Assessment Roll 

The Morgan County real property tax roll will be opened 
for inspection from May 7-May 21, 2007. Under the 
supervision of property valuation administrator or one of 
the deputies, any person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2007 assessment on which state, 
county and school taxes for 2007 will be due about Sept. 
15, 2007. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation 
administrator in the county courthouse and may be 
inspected between the hours of 8 a.m. and 4 weekdays, 
Saturdays by appointment. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real 
property made by the PVA must first request a conference 
with the PVA or designated deputy. The conference may be 
held prior to or during the inspection period, but not after 
the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real 
property, after the conference with the PVA or designated 
deputy, may appeal to the county board of assessment 
appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in 
person or sending a letter or other written petition stating 
the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and 
stating the taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the 
property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office 
or P.V.A. office during inspection period no later than one 
work day following the conclusion of the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeal, or failing to appear before the board, 
either in person or by designated representative, will not 
be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax 
Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be 
made to the county board of assessment appeals. Personal 
property taxpayers shall be served notice under the 
provision of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest and 
appeal rights granted under the provisions of KRS 131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does 
not agree with the assessed value of personal property as 
determined by the office of property valuation 
administrator: 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) 
what he believes to be the fair cash value of his 
property. 

(2) He must vile a written protest directly with the 
Department of Revenue, Office of Property 
Valuation within 30 days from the date of the 
notice of assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 
131.110. 

(4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue 
may be appealed the Kentucky Board of Tax 

Appeals.

Driver Ed At MCHS? 



Nunnery attends Nat’l School Board 
Association Conf. in San Francisco CA 




I would like to let the 
readers know that newly 
elected school board 
members are required to 
receive at least 12 credits, 
which are obtained by 
going to informational and 
educational school board 
conferences. I chose to 
start my process by repre- 
senting Morgan County at 
the annual National School 
Board Association 
Conference located in San 
Francisco, Calif. 

While preparing for this 
trip I chose to include my 
son, James, on the 
adventure. I felt that his 



input as a student of the 
Morgan County school 
system would be 

invaluable. We saw a 
variety of new technolo- 
gies that would improve 
our school system, one of 
which is shown in the 
picture above. It took me 
the better part of a day to 
get James away from the 
Drivers Training 

Simulator. This simulator 
is very similar to a video 
game, which most kids 
relate to. It will simulate 
potential accidents and 
various driver hazards. It 
realistically shows front 
views, side views and rear 

views just as you would see in your own car. James and I both felt this new technology would be a great 
educational tool for a driver education course. Many of you may not be aware that this course has been 
removed from our school system! In my opinion, reinstating a driver’s education course would not only save 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in insurance premiums, but it would also make more efficient and safer 
drivers out of our children. I have spoken with several insurance companies and have found that they offer 
anywhere between 5%-20% for good student discounts with drivers education certificates. 

According to the manufacturer of the Drivers Training Simulator, it costs approximately $20,000.00 to 
purchase a complete program and some school systems have received grants to offset the costs for these 
programs. 

While we were at the National School Board Conference, we gathered information packets from a wide 
variety of technologies ranging from metal detectors to keep our schools safe to Green Earth cleaning products 
to beautify our schools while keeping them environmentally safe.

Wood bats providing offensive 
spark for Baseball Cougars

Unless you are a professional 
baseball player, the use of 
wooden bats has literally become 
a thing of the past. From tee-ball 
to college, aluminum bats are 
now the overwhelming tool of 
choice. 

But the Morgan County Cou- 
gars are discovering there’s still 
plenty of magic left in the lum- 
ber. First-year coach Brandon 
Evans, in an effort to improve his 
team’s hitting, made the switch to 
wood to teach his players to find 
the “sweet spot” on the bat. It is 
an experiment that has worked. 

“In the past, our teams have 
consistently struggled to put the 
ball in play,” Evans said. “When 
you swing with a wood bat, you 
have to hit the ball on a certain 



spot or it will sting your hands. 
Using the wood is helping our 
kids find that ‘sweet spot’ and 
giving them more confidence at 
the plate.” 

The Cougars use 29-ounce, 
black Louisville Slugger wood 
bats in practices - saving the alu- 
minum for game days. The results 
have been fantastic. Evans’s team 
has scored double-figure runs in 
nine of their 20 games and lead 
the region in runs at nearly 10 a 
game. 

“I think it has made a differ- 
ence in our hitting,” said Cougar 
senior Matt Harris, who recently 
enjoyed a four-hit game. “With 
the wood, if you don’t hit the ball 
in the right spot you will know it. 
It’s helped us find the good part 
of the bat.” 



Evans’s unique method of us- 
ing the wood bat was the focus 
of feature stories on both WKYT- 
TV and the Fox 56 10 p.m. news 
in Lexington. 

Of course, using the wooden 
bats in practice makes hitting 
seem easier on game days. The 
metal bat allows hitting with very 
little sting. And obviously, the 
ball travels further coming off 
aluminum than it does with a 
wood bat. But for Evans, the pu- 
rity of the game is just as impor- 
tant as the results. 

“I get so tired of hearing that 
‘ting’ sound,” Evans said in de- 
scribing the noise of a metal bat 
hitting a baseball. “I would much 
rather hear the crack of a wood 
bat. I love the sound. To me, that’s 
what baseball is all about.”

the most difficult plant trial in the 
world: two years of testing in gar- 
dens in all climate zones. They 
must also perform well in crite- 
ria including fragrance, vigor and 
foliage. 

Dr. Keith Zary, vice president 
of research at Jackson & Perkins 
and hybridizer of 10 winners, of- 
fers these tips for growing roses: 

Contrast is key: Juxtapose any 
garden or patio setting with plant 
life to soften the hardscape of 
wood, rock or brick. Roses are a 
compelling option because they 
come in a wide selection of plant 
sizes, colors and fragrances. 

The odds have it: Consider 
framing your outdoor space with 
plants in groups of odd numbers. 
Clusters of rose shrubs in contain- 
ers or a backdrop of five to seven 
rosebushes can bring both color 
and delightful fragrance to any 
setting. 

Select the right spot: Roses 
like full sun and good air circula- 
tion. A benefit of potted roses is 
mobility: You can move the pots 
around to maximize their impact 
and your enjoyment. 

Go vertical: Place a rosebush 
in the center of a container or your 
garden plot and surround with 
“filler” plants at the base. The 
rose plant draws the eye upwards 
and adds height to the space, 
while the fillers add dimension at 
ground level. In pots, spillers ac- 
centuate the container for added 
pizzazz. 

Roses to consider may include

Out, Moondance and Strike It 
Rich, all suitable for the garden 
or for containers.

Mt. Sterling police 
seek West Liberty 
man for tax scam 

MT. STERLING — Mt. Ster- 
ling police are looking for a 
former H&R Block employee 
who allegedly falsified custom- 
ers’ tax papers to obtain money. 

The man being sought was 
identified by police as Jerry W. 
Fugate, 28, of West Liberty, who 
was indicted in April by the 
Montgomery County Grand Jury 
on two counts of unlawful access 
to a computer first degree and two 
counts of theft by failure to make 
required disposition. 

Fugate allegedly took $5,078 
in his scams and faces a lengthy 
prison term if convicted. 

Fugate also is expected to be 
indicted on two additional 
charges. 

Authorities said that Fugate 
fell under suspicion after a 
woman reported that her auto- 
matic tax refund deposit didn’t 
show up in her bank account as 
expected and again when tax in- 
formation on file for a Mt. Ster- 
ling man allegedly was used by 
Fugate to obtain an instant loan 
for $1,600. 

Since that time, two other in- 
stances in which Fugate allegedly 
used tax information already on 
file for two other individuals to 
create new W-2 forms. Using the 
forms, Fugate allegedly obtained 
instant loans applied to debit 
cards. 

Mt. Sterling Police Officer 
Nathan Sorrell said H&R Block 
customers may apply for instant 
loans of up to $1,600 which are 
applied to debit cards. 

Fugate, who was reportedly 
fired from his job at a Winches- 
ter H&R Block, and has not been 
seen since. 

Local man’s truck 
stolen at Morehead 
recovered in Tenn.

WASHINGTON, D.C., MAY 
4 — “Private companies are tak- 
ing advantage of a poorly de- 
signed crop insurance program 
for farmers to reap ‘excessive’ 
profits while taxpayers absorb 
most of the costs and risks,” in- 
vestigators told a House commit- 
tee in Washington. Republican 
and Democratic members of the 
House Oversight and Govern- 
ment Reform Committee reacted 
with calls for major changes in 
the insurance program,” accord- 
ing to The Washington Post. 

Reporters Dan Morgan and 
Gilbert Gaul were following up 
on some of their own work. They 
reported in October that the 16 



government-approved firms 
writing crop insurance made 
$3.1 billion in profits in the past 
eight years, while the govern- 
ment lost $1.5 billion. The Gov- 
ernment Accountability Office 
found that the companies “had 
rates of return averaging 30 per- 
cent in 2005 and 24 percent in 
2006,” compared with a ‘bench- 
mark’ of 6.4 percent for property 
and casualty insurers, Gaul and 
Morgan report. 

The reporters noted that the 
Agriculture Department “paid 
the companies $6.6 billion to 
cover administrative costs in the 
past decade. Much of that has 
been passed on to local crop in- 



surance agents — some of them 
farmers — who constitute an in- 
fluential lobby that has fought 
changes in the program.” 

USD A sets premiums to in- 
sure crops against weather losses 
and falling prices, and “charges 
farmers only about a third of 
what it costs to pay the claims, 
and it covers most costs on poli- 
cies for farms with the worst 
weather risk,” the Post reported. 
“Congress expanded crop insur- 
ance subsidies in 2000, promis- 
ing that the subsidies would end 
other ‘emergency’ farm pay- 
ments. But last week, Congress 
approved $3.4 billion in drought 
and weather relief, ignoring a 
White House veto threat.”

Panel wants alternatives to 
corn for biofuel industry 



WASHINGTON, D.C., May 
5 — The biofuel industry is mov- 
ing fast, spurring new federal 
legislation urging faster growth. 
The Senate Energy and Natural 
Resources Committee last week 
approved 20-3 legislation to re- 
quire the nation to use 36 billion 
gallons of biofuels by 2022. “The 
bill would replace a mandate en- 
acted in 2005 that requires the 
nation to use 7.5 billion gallons 
of ethanol by 2012, a target that 
will be passed long before then.” 
Perhaps with optimism to- 
ward the benefits of cellulosic 
alternatives or in view of rising 
grain prices, only 15 billion of 
the 36 billion gallons of the tar- 



get goal would be allowed to 
come from grain, the rest to be 
made from switchgrass, plant 
waste and feedstocks other than 
corn. 

Democratic leaders could 
bring the legislation up on the 
Senate floor later this month, but 
the bill faces major hurdles. 
Senators from coal-mining states 
want to set a similar mandate for 
the use of diesel and other fuels 
made from coal. There is also 
likely to be a battle over whether 
to require the use of wind energy 
and other renewable power 
sources.

Trans. Cabinet to 
remove illegal signs 
on state right of way 

JACKSON, Ky. — With the 
May primary election less than 
a month away, grass and flowers 
aren’t the only things beginning 
to sprout up along Kentucky’s 
highways. Kentucky Transporta- 
tion Cabinet (KYTC) personnel 
are noticing illegally placed cam- 
paign signs appearing on state 



right of way on an increasing 
basis. 

Since these signs can interfere 
with motorist safety and impede 
mowing and other maintenance 
operations along state roads, 
Highway Commissioner Marc D. 
Williams has directed mainte- 
nance personnel to remove these 
illegal encroachments on state 
rights of way. Candidates and 
their supporters who have im- 
properly and illegally placed 
signs on state right of way should 



take notice that maintenance per- 
sonnel in each of Highway Dis- 
trict 10’s ten counties began re- 
moving these signs beginning 
Monday, May 7. 

Signs encroaching upon the 
state’s right of way that create a 
sight distance or other safety haz- 
ard or impede maintenance op- 
erations will be removed as nec- 
essary by Department of High- 
ways personnel. Removed signs 
will be taken to the state high- 
way garage in each county, where 



they will be kept for two weeks 
before being discarded. Owners 
of the signs may claim them by 
showing proper identification 
and completing a claim form.
